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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
TUTBURY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting,  as  required  by  law,  my  report  on 
the  health  of  our  local  community  and  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
of  the  Council  in  1972,  but  regret  that  this  report  has  been  considerably 
delayed  by  preoccupation  of  staff  with  arrangements  for  reorganisation  of 
local  government. 

I  shall  not  attempt'  to  summarise  the  report  in  this  introduction, 
apart  from  expressing  the  view  that  the  year  being  reported  upon  was,  on 
the  whole,  a  satisfactory  one  in  relation  both  to  vital  statistics  and, 
particularly,  those  relating  to  notifiable  infectious  disease. 

In  my  report  for  1971*  I  mentioned  the  satisfaction  I  felt  at  the 
progress  then  being  made  in  relation  to  sewerage  and. .sewage  disposal  in 
various  parishes-  of  the  district.  I  am  now  glad  to  be  able  to  refer 
to  the  further  progress  in  this  important  field  set  out  in  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  portion  of  this  report. 

As  this  will,  almost  certainly,  be  the  last  annual  report 
published  in  the  lifetime  of  the  present  Council,  I  have  taken  the 
opportunity  of  giving  some  details  of  slum  clearance  over  the  years 
since  1955*  together  with  data  obtained  from  a  housing  survey  carried  out 
in  1972  with  a  view  to  estimating  further  action  required  in  this  field  and  in 
the  now  even  more- important  one  of  house  improvement  in  the  years  to 
come.  ’ 

I  would  also  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  very  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  help  and  support  continued  by  both  Members  and  other 
Officers  of  the  Council  in  the  year  being  reported  on  and  since  that 
time.

The  estimated  population  compares  with  an  estimated  figure  of 
24,660  for  1971  and  a  census  return  of  24,467  for  the  same  year.  ,It  is 
clear  that  the  estimate  was  a  reasonably  accurate  one.  It  may  be  noted 
that  the  census  return  for  1971  was  39%  higher  than  the  figure  for  the 
previous  census  in  1 961 .  The  percentage  increase  was  only  exceeded, in 
Staffordshire,  by  figures  of  70.8%  in  Rugeley  Urban  District,  60.9%  in 
Lichfield  City,  58. 4$  in  Tamworth  Borough,  52.9%  in  Lichfield  Rural 
District  and  47-7%  in  Cannock  Rural  District. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  shows  no  significant  variation 
from  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Total  rateable  value  of  all  rateable  properties  of  all  types  and 
the  product  of  a  penny  rate  show  the  same  moderate  increases  as  have  been 
evident  in  other  recent  years.

It  will  be  noted  that  nearly  all  parishes  showed  increased 
population.  Barton  under  fteedwood,  Branston  and  Yoxall  showing  the 
largest  increases,  while  Stretton  remained  unchanged  and  Anslow  and 
Wychnor  actually  showed  slight  declines  in  population. 

The  picture  is  obviously  one  of  slow  but  steady  growth  during  the 
year  throughout  the  District,  which  may  well  be  regarded,  from  the 
social  aspect,  as  being  the  most  satisfactory  development.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  continued  the  reduction  shown 
in  the  previous  three  years  and  that  the  decline  was,  in  fact,  rather 
accentuated  in  1972.  It  would  appear  possible  that  the  reduced  figures 
in  recent  years,  as  compared  with  the  very  high  figures  of  preceding^ 
years,  was  evidence  of  a  return  to  normal ' figures  from  the  abnormally 
high  ones  that  tend  to  prevail  in  new  families  of  lower  age-groups  who 
come  to  occupy  new  housing  estates. 

While  the  still  birth  rate  was  higher  than  in  other  recent  years, 
the  infant  death  rate  was  quite  exceptionally  low,  no  doubt  due  to  the 
live  birth  of  fewer  highly  vulnerable  babies. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  death  rate  at  all  ages,  taken  together, 
was  similar  to  that  of  other  recent  years. 
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The  following  figures  show  how  the  various  local  rates  compare 
with  the  national  ones,  after  adjustment  of  the  local  figures  for 
births  and  deaths  in  accordance  with  the  factors  provided  by  the 
Registrar  General.

probably  due  to  the  factor  mentioned. in  an.  earlier  paragraph  of  this

It  may  me  presumed,  that,  the  large  variation  between  local  and 
national  illegitimacy  figures  was  largely  due  to  the  tendency  for 
these -births  to  occur,  for  a  combination  of  reasons,  in  much.greatef' 
numbers  in  large  cities . ahd  towns  than  in  rural  a,reas. 

While  the  local'  figure  for  still  births -compared  badly  with 
the  national  figure,  that  for  infant  deaths  as  a  whole  compared  • 
exceptionally  well.  All  Of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  before  the 
end  of  the.  first" week  of  life.  As  these  are  the  figures  that  are 
added  to  the  still  birth  figures-  to  give  the  perinatal  mortality  rate, 
it  is  easy  to  s.ee-  why  this  latter  rate  compared  unfavourably,  on 
this,  occasion,  with  the  national  rate.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  • 

’  satisfactory  to  note  that  -no  infant  deaths  at  all  occurred  at  ages 

between  one  week  and  one  year.  '  .  ..

.  Taking  deaths  at  all  ages as  a  whole,  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  total  figures,  even  after  adjustment  for  age  and  sex  composition 
of  the  total  population,  compare  very  favourably  indeed  with  the 
national  figures.  '  ’  ,  .  •

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Takirg the  picture  as  a  whole  it  will  be  seen  that  only  two  deaths 
occurred  at  under  four  weeks.  . none  at  all  between "that' age' and  15  years, 
only  one  between  15  and  25  years,  two  between  25  and  35  years,  five 
between' 35  and  45  years,  five  also  between  45  and  55  years,  ..34. between 
■55  and  65  years,  62  between  65  and  75  years  and  96  at  ages  over  75  years. 
It  may  be  noted  that  these  figures  are  markedly  better  than  those  of  the 
previous  year  for  all  age  groups  up  -to  55  years.  . . 

It  can  also  be  seen  that  no  fewer  than  73  of  the  109  male  deaths  • 
occurred  at" ages  under  75  years,  as  against  only  38  of  98  female,  deaths 
in  the  same  age  groups',  a  truly  remarkable  disparity.  When  one  examines 
the  causes  of"  death  .which  account  for  this  disparity,  it  is  only  too 
obvious  that  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  ischaemic  heart  disease, 
commonly  known  as  coronary  thrombosis,  bronchitis  and  empiiys.ema.-are  ■  -• 
•-entirely  responsible  for  the'  disparity.  It  is  noteworthy  that  each  of 
these  is-  a  disease  linked,  in  statistics  compiled  over  many  years,  with 
the  smoking,  of. ..tobacco^-  particularly  cigarettes,  for  lengthy  periods  of 
time,  usually  over  ten. years.  As  the  vast  majority  of  those  smoking 
heavily  or  moderately  heavily,  for  more-  than  ten. years,  are  men,  it  is  ■ 
very  difficult  to' avoid “the  conclusion  that  the  smoking  habit  is  the 
main  reason  for  the  disparity  in  male  and  female  deaths  at  ages  under  75 
years..  This  makes  "it  very 'hard  to  understand'  why  110  effective  action  has, 
as  yet,  been  enforced  to  eliminate  expenditure  on  promotion  of  tobacco 
sales,  estimated  at  £52. million  in  a  recent  year,  as  against  ^100/000  • 
spent  on  health  'education,  cn the  danger  of  the  smoking  habit  in  the  same 
year.  ...  J 

Looking  at  causes.,  of  death  in  younger  age  groups,  it  may  be  noted 
that  one  of  the  infant  deaths  was  attributed  to  meningitis, .  to...  .which-  • 

.  newly  born  infants- 'are  still  very  vulnerable,  and  the  other  to  a 
congenital  abnormality,  a  cause  of  death  still  resistant  to  preventive^ 
action.  .  ..  . 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  ^ye^&It£ady..bfeen-  • 
referred'  to  -  in-  an  earlier  paragraph.

It  is  noteworthy  that,... as  in  the  previous  year,  cancer  of  the 
uterus  or  womb  accounted  for  only  two  deaths,  both  in  older  age 
groups . 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  again,  as  in  the  previous  year, 
no  daath  from  diabetes  occurred  at  under  65  years  of  age. 


Deaths  from  ischaemic  heart  disease?  at  6’i,  show  a  very  marked 
increase  on  the  figures  of  50  in  1970? ■ 47  in  1969  and  49  in  1968.  It 
may  also  be  noted  that,  in' men,  the  34  deaths  from  this  cause  accounted 
for  more  than  a  third  of  the  109  deaths  from  all  causes . put  together. 

The  figures  clearly  show. the  impact  which  this  disease  is  now  making  on 
mortality  figures.  One  factor  in  causation,  the  smoking  habit,  has  been 
referred  to  in  an  earlier  paragraph.  It  should,  in  fairness,  be  added  that 
obesity  is  certainly  another  important  factor,  although  the  precise  part 
played  by  individual  foods,  such  a§L-those*  containing  large  quantities  of 
animal  fat,  is  less, certain. “  It’ is  obvious  that  much  more  research  work 
will  have  to  be" done,  nationally,  on  this  very  important  public  heal  h 

problem. 


Although  the  figures  for  deaths  from  cerebrovascular  disease, 
commonly  known  as  "strokes”,  were  also  fairly  numerous,  it  may  be  seen 
that,  without  exception,  they  all  occurred  at  ages  over  65  years,  and 
that  they  showed  no  variation  between  the  sexes.  It  may  be  added  tha 
the  total  figures  of  23  deaths  from  this  cause  was  exactly  the  same  as 
the  average  for  the  previous  six  years. 


Deaths  from  pneumonia  now  appear,  from  the  figures,  to  be  almost 
entirely  a  terminal  event  in  the  very  elderly. 

The  same  cannot  be  said  for  bronchitis  and  emphysema,  referred  to 
earlier  in  relation  to  its  predominance  in  the  male  sex,  often  in  the 
not  so  elderly.  This  disease  is  also,  of  course,  vastly  increased  in 
significance  by  the  many  years  of  chronic  invalidity  for  which  it  is 
frequently  responsible  before  death. 

The  one  death  resulting  from  a  motor  vehicle  accident  compared 
with  three  in  1971,  five  in  1970,  three  in  1969,  two  in  1968,  seven 
in  1967  and  five  in  1 966.  Although  one  death  from  this  cause^  is  one 
too  many,  it  is  comforting  to  note  the  relatively  low  figure  in  1972. 

The  absence  of  any  deaths  attributable  to  other  types  of  accidents 
is  a  very  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year’s  statistics. 

It  is  less  satisfactory  to  note  that  three  deaths  resulted  from 
suicide,  the  same  figure  as  in  1971,  but  comparing  with  figures  of  one 
in  1970,  one.  in  1969,  two  in  1968,  one  in  1967  and  three  m  1966.  It 
will  be  seen  that  all  deaths  occurred  in  relatively  young  persons, 
two  men  and  one  woman,  probably  reflecting  the  strains  and  tensions  of 

modern  life. 

Once  more  it  is  possible  to  record,  with  satisfaction,  the  absence 
of  any  death  resulting. from  either  pregnancy,  abortion  or  childbirth.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  was  very  much 
smaller  than  in  any  of  the  other  years  covered  by  the  table,  which  may 
well  reflect  the  beneficial  effect  anticipated  from  the  immunisation 
campaign  pursued,  both  in  surgeries  and  in  child  health  centres,  during 
immediately  preceding  years. 

The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  was  again  low,  indicating  that  this 
disease  can  be  satisfactorily  controlled  without  recourse  to  either 
immunisation  or  hospitalisation,  now  relatively  rare. 

As  will  be  noted,  only  one  case  of  whooping  cough  was  notified, 
illustrating,  in  this  case,  the  satisfactory  results  obtained  from  the 
immunisation  campaign  which  has  been  continued  for  many  years. 

The  numbers  of  cases  of  infective  jaundice  was  greater  than  in  1971* 
but  less  than  the  average  of  the  various  years  since  1968,  when  the  disease 
first  became  notifiable.  It  is  noteworthy  that,  all  cases  occurred  in 
adults,  a  rather  unusual  feature  in  this  disease.  Two  cases  involved 
husband  and  wife  in  one  family.  These  two  and  one  other  case  occurred  in 
members  of  the  farming  community,  but  no  great  epidemiological  problem 
arose.  Advice  was  given  to  those  concerned,  in  an  effort  to  minimise  the 
chance  of  transference  of  infection.  With  the  exception  of  the  cases 
involving  the  members  of  the  family  referred  to  above,  no  cases  arising 
from  known  contact  were  notified. 


The  one  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  was  a  sporadic  one,  without 
any  known  relationship  to  any  reported  outbreak  or  suspected  food-stuff. 
The  person  affected  was  not  a  professional  food  handler.  She  quickly 
became  non-inf ectious.  No  spread  of  infection  occurred. 

The  case  of  acute  meningitis  notified  occurred  in  a  baby ,  and  was  of 
the  bacterial  type.  No  significant  epidemiological  problem  was  involved. 
This  child  recovered  quickly  and  completely. 

As  indicated  in  an  earlier  paragraph,  no  new  case  of  tuberculosis 
was  notified  during  the  year.  Equally,  no  death  was  attributed  to  the 
disease.  Taken  together,  these  facts  illustrate  a  very  satisfactory 
situation  in  relation  to  this  disease.

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It  will  be  seen  that  1972  was  the  first  year  that  no  new  case  of 
tuberculosis  was  notified.  Taken  in  conjunction  with  the  absence  of 
deaths,  it  can  be  reasonably  said  that  the  present  picture  represents  a 
truly  remarkable  improvement  on  that  shown  for  the  years  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  period  covered  by  the  table. 

Measures  for  investigation  of  contacts,  fortunately  not  necessary 
in  1972,  and  for  continuing  advice  and  assistance  to  patients  and  contacts 
remained  as  in  previous  years,  with  the  specialist  health  visitor 
maintaining  good  contact  with  patients,  relatives  and  chest  physician.

••  ■  WATER  SUPPLY 

I  an  indebted  to  Mr.  D.  S.  Brown,  Distribution  Engineer,  South. 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  for  the  following  information  relating 
to  water  distributed  in  the  district  during  1972:- 

.  (a)  The  water  supply  to  the. area  and  its  several  parts  has 

been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  Seedy  Mill  Treatment 
Works  and  Eradley,  Seedy  Mill  and  Trent  '/alley  Pumping  , 

Stations. 

Regular  and  frequent  samples  are  examined  from  these  sources 
both  bacteriologically  and  chemically. 

During  1972,  506  samples  of  the  water  going  into  supply  were 
all  free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

203  samples  of  raw  water  from  the  pumping  stations  were  all 
free  from  coliform  bacteria.  52  samples  of  surface  water, 
prior  to  treatment  at  Seedy  Mill  Treatment  Works  gave  an  average 
coliform  bacteria  content  of  15  per  100  ml. 

Samples  were  examined  from  within  the  Tutbury  Rural  district 
Council  area  f rom: - 

Outwoods  Reservoir,  Burton  upon  Trent. 

Hanbury  Tower 
Rolleston  Tower 
Tutbury  Reservoir 
Cross  Keys,  Tutbury 
Council  Houses,  Yoxall. 

24  samples  from  Outwoods  Reservoirs,  12  from  Hanbury  Tower, 

11  from  Rolleston  Tower,  11  from  Tutbury  Reservoir,  11  iron 
Cross  Keys,  Tutbury  and  11  from  Yoxall  were  all  free  from 
coliform  bacteria. 

(b)  Only  one  of  the  supply  stations  contains  any  significant 
quantity  of  naturally  occurring  fluoride.  This  is  ,,eedy 
Mill  Treatment  Works,  where  an  average  of  0.16  mg/1  was 
obtained  in  1972. 

(c)  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  plunbo-solvency, . all  the  tap 
samples  being  free  from  any  significant  quantity  of  lead. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  complete  absence  of  pathogenic 
organisms  from. all  samples  of  water  submitted  for  examination. 

As  regards  fluoride  content,  the  position  was  much  less 
satisfactory,  with  only  one  supply  containing  any  significant  amount  of 
fluoride,  and  that  one  containing  far  less  than  the  one  part  per  million 
required  to  produce  teeth  capable  of  standing  up  to  the  sugar-containing 
and  starchy  foods  which  we  now  eat  in  such  large  quantities.  I  feel  it 
is  regrettable  that,  owing  to  highly  vocal  opposition  in  a  small. part  of 
the  Company’s  large  supply  area,  it  is  not  possible  to  remedy  this 
deficiency  in  the  same  way  as  is  being  done,  v^ith  very  satisfactory  results, 
in  Birmingham  and  other  areas. 

It  is,  of  course,  very  satisfactory  that  all  tap  samples 
were  free  from  any  significant  lead  content,  in  view  of  the  deleterious 
effects  which  such  contamination  can  have  on  the  health  of  children, 
particularly  the  very  young. 


SLUM  CLEARANCE  AND  HOUSE  IHPRQVEI.IENT 

Only  limited  statutory  action  was  initiated  during  the  year, 
demolition  orders  being  approved  by  the  Council  in  relation  to  five 
houses.  No  closing  or  clearance  orders  we re  made. 

As  a  result  of  earlier  action,  however,  30  houses  were  demolished 
or  closed  during  the  year.  .  : 

Over  the  period  since  1955,  when  it  was  possible  to  re-commence 
slum  clearance  after  the  war,  372  houses  have  been  dealt  with  as  irdrvidual 
unfit  houses  and  a  further  143  houses  by  inclusion  in  clearance  or 
compulsory  purchase  orders. 

During  1972  an  investigation  was  carried  out,  as  required  by  the 
Department  of  the  Environment,  in  order  to  determine  the  number  of  unfit 
houses  still  remaining  in  the  district,  whether  subject  to  statutory  action 
already  taken  or  not,  and  also  the  number  of  houses  which,  although  not 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  'were  in  need  of  improvement.  This  investigation 
was  carried  out,  on  a  sample  survey  basis,  by  inspection  of  one  house  in 
every  eight  in  the  district.  This  showed  a  total  of  59  houses  deemed  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  a  further  1440  houses  considered  to  be  in 
need  of  substantial  improvement'"  of  which  1319  houses  could  be  improved 
to  a  fully  satisfactory  standard  and  1 21  houses  which  could  be  improved 
to  a  less  satisfactory,  but  acceptable,  standard  by  provision  of  basic 
amenities  such  as  kitchen  sink,  proper  bathroom,  inside  lavatory,  hot  and 
cold  water  supply  etc.  If  the  conclusions  drawn  from  the  sample  survey  are 
reasonably  accurate,  it  would  appear  that  slum  clearance,  as  such,  is  quite 
near  to  completion,  but  that  considerable  work  still . remains  to  be  done  to 
secure  modernisation  of  the  large  stock  of  houses  still  lacking  one  or  more 
of  the  amenities  now  considered  to  be  essential  for  comfortable,  or  even 
adequate,  living  conditions.

Arrangements  for  meals  on  wheels,  organised  by  the  W.R.V.S,, 
were  continued  in  1972  in  the  villages  mentioned  in  earlier  reports.

FOE  THE  YEAR  1972 


Nr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  - .A  . 

I  have  the  honour  to  present'  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1972.  This  will  obviously  be  the  last  report  presented  to  the  Tutbur3>- 
Rural  District  Council  and  it  is  inevitable  that  a  feeling  of  nostalgia 
should  be  felt  strongly  both  by  Councillors  and  Officials. 

Having  served  the  Council  since  August  1938,  I  was  appointed 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  1955  when  Councillor  ¥.  E.  Thorn  was 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee.  He  was 
succeeded  in  turn  by  Councillor  F.  W.  Haynes  in  1957;  Councillor 
S.  D.  Knight  in  1 958 5  Councillor  T.  H.  Ward  in  1 961  and  the  present 
Chairman  Councillor  J.  H.  Kirk,  in  1963. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  support  I  and  other  Chief  Officers  of 
the  Council  have  received  from  these  Chairmen  and  the  Councillors  serving 
on  that  Committee  over  the  years  will  guarantee  beyond  dispute  that 
when  Tutbury  Rural  District  Council  is  assimilated  into  the  new  East 
Staffordshire  District  Council  it  will  be  shown  to  have  a  record  in  the 
Public  Health  field  generally,  and  this  includes  the  clearance  of  unfit 
houses  and  their  replacement  by  well  designed  fit  houses,  which  is  second 
to  none.

Apart  from  minor  problems  the.  introduction 
has  gone  smoothly  and  there  have  been  favourable  reactions  to  the  weekly 
collection. 

The  aquisition  of  a  tipping  site  to  replace  Postern  House  Tip 
continues  to  be  a  problem  and  once  again  attention  has  been  directed  to 
the  crater  at  Fauld.  Objections  to  its  use  have  again  been  made  and 
enquiries  are  being  directed  to  aquiring  part  of  Queens  Purse  V/ood,  which 
lies  adjacent  to  the  crater,  for  the  tipping  of  household  refuse. 

A  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  is  made  from  approximately 
137  premises,  and  in  addition  270  privately  owned  and  89  Council  owned 
cesspools  .were  emptied.
